2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-15 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method of 
improving the accuracy of an estimate of computing system resource usage, comprising the steps of, obtaining utilization data of a 
system resource, obtaining first transaction count data, wherein the first transaction count data provides an indication of the number 
of transactions executed in a given time interval, executed obtaining further transaction count data, the further transaction count data 
contains additional information relating to the execution time of a transaction, and processing the transaction count data and the 
further transaction count data, wherein the processed data provides an improved estimate of the number of transactions executed 
during a given time interval. 

Claims 1-15 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry.
